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REGISTRATION: BETTER 
THAN PREDICTED 

A definite increase is seen in numbers of 
students registering for the 1973-74 year, 
and there could be over 6,000. 

Although official figures are not calcu¬ 
lated until December 1, President 
Farquhar was cautiously optimistic when 
he told Senate Wednesday night, "the pic¬ 
ture looks encouraging for the coming 
year." First and second year enrolment is 
showing signs of recovering, but the short¬ 
fall of the past two years is now being felt 
at the third year level. 

First year is up 115; second year is up 
101. But third year is off 112 from the 
December 1 figure of last year. 

At the close of registration, full time 
undergraduates totaled 4,410 as against 
4,163 last year. Distribution by faculty is: 
Arts and Science—2,943; Education— 
1,183 and Fine Arts—284. Fine Arts had 
an overall increase of 64 students, reflect¬ 
ing first year registration in the Visual Arts 
department. The President said the new 
programmes in Child Care and Creative 
Writing had been well received with about 
70 registered so far in each course. 

Dr. Farquhar stressed however that 
these figures are not official and that there 
will be dropouts, but with off-campus 
registration expected to be about 200 and 
with approximately 350 full and part-time 
graduate students expected, the University 
should be close to 6,000 students this year. 


RECYCLE STUDY 

Students are initiating a study this month 
to determine the feasibility of establishing 
a recycling depot on campus.

GRAD STUDIES COMMITTEE 

University Vice President and Dean of 
Graduate Studies Prof. S.A. Jennings has 
been named to a special committee which 
will examine possible areas of innovation, 
co-operation and consolidation in graduate 
programme offerings in Western Canada. 

The committee was formed during the 
summer after a meeting of the deans of 
graduate schools of the four Western prov¬ 
inces held in Edmonton. 

Other members of the committee are: 
J.B. Hyne, University of Calgary, Chair¬ 
man; K.J. McCallum, University of Sas¬ 
katchewan (Saskatoon); J.R. McGregor, 
University of Alberta; I. McTaggart- 
Cowan, University of British Columbia; S. 
Standil, University of Manitoba; A.B. Van 
Cleave, University of Saskatchewan (Regi¬ 
na); J. Wheatley, Simon Fraser University. 

Included in the areas to be examined by 
the committee are the possibilities of stu¬ 
dent and staff exchanges and the offering 
of highly specialised courses at one institu¬ 
tion to serve the needs throughout the 
Western Canadian region. It may be recom¬ 
mended that these developments should be 
associated with the establishment of an 
interprovincial fund for the support of 
graduate study and research in areas of 
particular relevance to Western Canada. 


FELLOWSHIP AWARDED 

The R.M. Petrie Memorial Fellowship 
worth $3,500 for the study of astronomy 
or a closely related subject has been award¬ 
ed to Joseph T. Cherniawsky of Montreal, 
P.Q. 

Bom in Kamenka USSR, Mr. Cherni¬ 
awsky received his first training atTechni- 
con, Haifa, and more recently graduated 
with first class honors in physics with a 
B.Sc. from McGill University. 

The memorial fellowship, established in 
1967, is named in honor of R.M. Petrie, an 
astronomer at the Dominion Observatory 
in Saanich for 31 years, and a former 
member of the university Board of Gover¬ 
nors. 

The fellowship is renewable for a second 
year at $4,000. 

Last year's winner was UVic graduate 
student in astronomy Barrow Baldwin. Mr. 
Baldwin declined the second year of the 
fellowship to continue work on a Ph.D. in 
astronomy assisted by a National Research 
I Council Scholarship. 


ART SHOW REP 

Professor Pat Martin Bates, Visual Arts, 
was chosen official Canadian representa¬ 
tive at the 10th International Biennial of 
Graphic Art held this summer in Ljubljana, 
Yugoslavia. 

Mrs. Martin Bates describes her selection 
as a particular honor as the position is 
usually offered to official art critics and 
museum directors. 

As official representative, Mrs. Martin 
Bates was asked to choose ten other top 
Canadian graphic artists to participate in 
the exhibit, which opened June 4 and 
ended August 31. 

In selecting the Canadian contingent, 
Mrs. Martin Bates chose three each from 
Quebec, Ontario, and the west coast and 
one from the prairies. 



Mrs. Martin Bates, who this year exhibi¬ 
ted three major works, has participated in 
the print biennial for the past eight years. 
Six years ago she was awarded a purchase 
prize for a black print which was subse¬ 
quently bought by the Library of Con¬ 
gress. 

Despite the large number of exhibits 
from nearly every nation, Mrs. Martin 
Bates says Canada received excellent space, 
better than that allotted to either the 
United Kingdom or the United States. 

Mrs. Martin Bates attended the exhibit 
under a $950 travel grant from the Canada 
Council.

NEW CONTRACT 
FOR PRISON CLASSES 

Inmates at Matsqui medium security insti¬ 
tution are the second group of prisoners in 
the province to benefit from a UVic educa¬ 
tion program. 

A recent $23,500 contract between the 
Department of the Solicitor General, 
Ottawa, and the university will extend the 
program currently being provided at 
British Columbia Penitentiary, New West¬ 
minster, to the Matsqui Institution under 
the original contract of $28,000. 

Four UVic instructors will conduct the 
30-week session of lectures in first year 
English, history, psychology and soci¬ 
ology. 

About sixty inmates from each prison 
are expected to enrol in the classes. To be 
eligible, inmates must complete an upgrad¬ 
ing program to grade 12 standard conduc¬ 
ted at the prisons during the summer. 

Limited library space at both institu¬ 
tions has prompted a request from pro¬ 
gram coordinator Dr. J.D. Ayers, Educa- 







tion, for donations of texts and reference 
works. Books appropriate for first and 
second year students in Canadian History, 
Introductory Psychology, the Use of En¬ 
glish (English 110), British literature from 
the Elizabethan to the Romantic period 
(Enlish 200) and Introductory Sociology 
are required. Donations may be delivered 
to Dr. Ayers, Room 555—557 MacLaurin 
Building. 



INTERNATIONAL STUDY 

Financial Aid Officer Nels Granewall 
leaves for Sweden this month to represent 
Canada on a 20-member commission 
studying educational standards and proce¬ 
dures in the Scandinavian countries. 

Mr. Granewall will head the five-member 
Swedish section of the commission which 
will study the educational background of 
that country, focussing on the flow from 
primary school through university. 

Three other groups of commission mem¬ 
bers will conduct similar research in Den¬ 
mark, Norway and Finland. 

Purpose of the commission is to facili¬ 
tate the transfer of Scandinavian students 
seeking to study in North America. Confu¬ 
sion has existed in the past in equating 
academic standards between North Ameri¬ 
ca and the Scandinavian countries. 

Similar studies have been conducted in 
Africa, Southeast Asia and Central and 
South America. 

The Scandinavian research is supported 
by the American Association of Collegiate 
Registrars and Admissions Officers, the 
National Association for Foreign Student 
Affairs (NAFSA) and the Scandinavian 
American Foundation. 

At the conclusion of the research, the 
commission will meet at Bergsjo near 
Oslo, Norway, to compile a report. 


Mr. Granewall will report on the com¬ 
mission's findings to the Canadian Bureau 
for International Education conference in 
Banff October 23 and the NAFSA confer¬ 
ence in Spokane, Washington, October 28.
